Elected officials and con¬ 
cerned citizens spoke out again 
Monday against the operation of 
two deep injection wells for haz¬ 
ardous waste in Romulus. 

This was the second hearing 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) scheduled about 
the proposed land ban exemp¬ 
tion on the hazardous waste 
wells. 

The EPA intends to allow 
Environmental Disposal Systems 
Inc. (EDS) of Birmingham, MI, to 
inject hazardous wastes into two 
deep injection wells at 28470 
Citrin Drive in Romulus. 

The company did extensive 
tests on the wells and under¬ 
ground rock formations to show 
that the waste will not migrate 
enough to affect drinking water 
for at least 10,000 years, officials 
said. 

Hazardous wastes could 
include heavy metals such as 
mercury, chromium and nickel 
as well as solvents and acids. 

The first public hearing on the 
plan took place Jan. 8 and drew a 
crowd of almost 400 people. This 
hearing was not as well attended, 
with only about 150 in atten¬ 
dance, according to Phillippa 


Cannon, an EPA spokesperson. 

Rep. John D. Dingell (D-MI) 
requested a second hearing 
when citizens complained that 
EPA officials cut them off before 
they finished speaking at the Jan. 
8 hearing. 

The public comment period 
on the proposed land ban exemp¬ 
tion was also extended through 
May 16. 

State Representatives Hoon- 
Yung Hopgood (D-Taylor, 
Romulus), Glenn S. Anderson (D- 
Westland) and Kathleen Law (D- 
Rockwood) spoke at a brief news 
conference before the hearing. 

Calling it a “misguided pro¬ 
ject,” Hopgood said: “I am joined 
by Congressman Dingell and oth¬ 
ers to talk about our opposition 
to the hazardous waste wells.” 

‘There are no friends of this 
project here,” Dingell said. 

“There are questions that 
need to be answered on proce¬ 
dures as well as the safety of the 
wells and the migration of wastes 
as well as with the salt wells that 
would interfere with these 
wells,” Dingell added. 

Sun Oil is negotiating with the 
Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality (MDEQ) 
to obtain permits to extract brine 
from wells close to the EDS 
injection wells. 


Sen. Ray Basham (D-Taylor) 
stated recently that MDEQ offi¬ 
cials said that the Sun Oil wells 
and EDS wells cannot coexist 
Dingell said he expects a deci¬ 
sion from EPA officials around 
the middle of July. 

“It would be at least 60 days 
following the end of the public 
comment period. But that’s not 
written in stone,” Cannon said. 

“The 2nd Court of Appeals, 
which is the second highest court 


in the state, has said that they 
will hear the case,” Hopgood 
said. “We see that as a good sign.” 

Hopgood noted that elected 
officials are concerned about the 
use of the wells so close to large 
pockets of population as well as 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport 
“These wells provide no bene¬ 
fit to the citizens of southeast 
Michigan,” Hopgood said. 

EPA officials stated at the 
beginning of the hearing that 


there would be no time limits on 
individual comments this time 
and that time would only be used 
as a reference mark. 

“We want to be as equal in our 
time allotment as we can,” said 
Dave Novak of the EPA, who 
served as moderator at both 
hearings. 

Public hearings give people 
an opportunity to speak out on an

Family loses fight with city council for private kennel license

Veronica Shackelford is defi¬ 
nitely a dog lover. 

In fact, she has six at her 
home in southeast Romulus. 

But a move last week by mem¬ 
bers of the Romulus City Council 
means she may have to move to 
another community to keep her 
precious pups. 

Shackelford, moved to the 
community with her family last 
year. 

“I wanted to get my kids into a 
better neighborhood,” she said. 

Their Realtor assured the 
family that they could have six 
dogs on the property. But when a 
next-door neighbor, Ed Marchel, 
complained about the dogs, 
Shackelford was found in viola¬ 
tion of a zoning ordinance. 

The Shackelfords then 
requested a special use approval 
from the planning commission 
for a six-dog kennel, which com¬ 
mission members approved at 
their March 17 meeting. 

However, members of the 
Romulus City Council did not 
accept the commission recom¬ 
mendation at the April 14 meet¬ 
ing. 


“I don’t think I was treated 
fairly,” she said of the city council 
decision. 

“Airport Kennel is right down 
the road and there’s another one 
on Wick west of Wayne and on 


Ecorse Road.” 

Kim Matthews, Romulus ani¬ 
mal control officer, issued the 
family a warning notice the fol¬ 
lowing day. 

Now four of the six dogs must 


be off the property by May 16. 

Shackelford claims the dogs 
are well behaved and don’t bark 
incessantly. She has purchased 
six bark collars at $120 each. 

“I invite any city council mem¬ 


ber to come and look at my dogs 
and see for themselves,” 
Shackelford said. 

Two of the dogs—Saboo, a 
male Akita, and Sam, a black 
Pekinese—are indoor pets. The 
other four dogs are fenced in a 
pole barn that includes a con¬ 
crete floor and outdoor area. 

The outdoor dogs include 
Davinci and Boosa, also male 
Akitas; Ranger, a terrier; and 
Patches, the only female Akita 
and Boosa’s sister 

“She’s the boss,” Shackelford 
said. 

Akitas have been part of the 
Shackelford family for many 
years. 

“One of my friends had a 
white female and she was beauti¬ 
ful. Then I got a female, Toto, 
years ago and I fell in love with 
the breed,” she said. 

Shackelford said planning 
commission members’ approval 
last month of the special land use 
included a sunset clause. This 
stated that if dogs died or were 
removed from the property that 
they would not be replaced with 
new dogs. 

The dogs would have had to

Wayne puts future of fireworks in hands of community

Wayne city officials said they 
know they have a long way to go 
on their latest fundraising effort 

The city decided to put the 
fate of the annual fireworks dis¬ 
play in the hands of the residents 
and business owners, after it was 
eliminated from the budget 
because of financial constraints. 

The council formed a fund¬ 
raising committee headed by 
Councilwoman Donna McEach- 
ern at the April 8 meeting. 
McEachern developed a plan 
and presented it last week to the 
council. 

She said she’s sent out letter to 
Wayne business owners and will 
soon put out canisters for funds 
to pay for the $18,000 fireworks 
display. 

“We’ve received about $1,000 
so far,” she said. “If everyone in 
Wayne puts in $1, we’ll have 
enough.” 

Mayor A1 Haidous said he 
requested the item be resurrect¬ 
ed and put into the hands of the 
people. The city had to remove 
the fireworks from the annual 
budget because reduced state- 
shared revenues and lower than 
expected interest income left city 
officials scrambling to save jobs 
and preserve a slight budget sur¬ 
plus. Since that decision, howev¬ 


er, Haidous said he’s received a 
lot of input from the community 
about the desire to proceed with 
the fireworks. He agreed. 

“The people should be 
allowed to celebrate their free¬ 
dom and patriotism, especially at 
time like this,” he said. 

The canisters have already 
appeared in some local eateries 
and will soon appear in more, 
according to McEachern. Cash 
donations will be accepted, but if 


anyone wants their money 
returned, she suggested a check 
made out to the City of Wayne 
with the word fireworks written 
in the memo line. 

“If we don’t raise enough 
money, everyone who has sent a 
check will get their money back,” 
she said. “The council will have 
to decide what to do with the 
cash donations, because there’s 
no way to track that” 

The deadline to submit funds 


to pay for the fireworks display is 
May 15. 

McEachern said she hoped 
residents would contribute as 
well because the business com¬ 
munity is already strapped for 
donations. 

“They’re already asked for so 
much,” she said. “We brought this 
back because the residents said 
they wanted to have fireworks. 
This is one way we’ll definitely 
know.”

Students get taste of real world

Romulus elementary school 
students are learning what it 
takes to make it in the real world 
with some straight talk from 
social studies instructors about 
careers and money. 

“Economics is now an impor¬ 
tant part of the Michigan 
Educational Assessment 
Program,” said Don Fbley, senior 
high school assistant principal. 
“This necessitates a K-12 
approach for student mastery” 

The Romulus Schools Social 
Studies Department recently 
focused on teaching students 
about various careers, including 
pay scales and the responsibili¬ 
ties, job duties and lifestyles 
involved. 

Students from kindergarten 
through 12th grade told school 
board members what they have 
learned about economics at the 
April 14 meeting. 

Kindergarten students from 
Laura Smith’s class at Merriman 
Elementary School began the 
presentation with skits about dif¬ 
ferent types of goods and ser¬ 
vices. Students wore uniforms 
relating to various careers, such 
as physicians, firefighters and 


police officers, and described the 
types of duties they might per¬ 
form. 

First-graders in Barbara 
Knight's class took a product and 
learned about all the people nec¬ 
essary to complete the manufac¬ 
ture, distribution and sale of the 
item. Fbr example, they said that 
it would take the efforts of a 
sheep farmer, sheep shearer, 
yam maker, yam dyer, designer, 
weaver, truck driver, stockperson 
and salesperson to bring a rug to 
market 

Eight-grader Jessica Mills pre¬ 
sented an outline of how Dan 
McCabe, head of the middle 
school social studies department, 
teaches his class. 

McCabe even devised his own 
mock system of government for 
the class. Students elect leaders, 
find jobs, save and invest their 
money, and purchase goods and 
services. 

Students also keep track of 
how much money they have, 
what their income will be and 
what type of products they can 
purchase. 

At the conclusion of each 
class, each student can “cash 
out” by selling investments to 
McCabe, who places the value on 
the investments.

Students then total their 
assets and liabilities at the end of 
the project to arrive at their 
financial worth. 

“The students really learn 
from this real-life situation,” 
McCabe said. “They can see just 
how far their money goes as well 
as how fast debts can add up.” 

Toni Gibson, a junior at 
Romulus High School and stu¬ 
dent in Shawn Shivnen’s class, 
gave a presentation on her junior 
year project 

In her project she compared 
three jobs and the lifestyles that 


they would provide. One job was 
appropriate for a high school 
graduate. Another job was 
designed for a high school gradu¬ 
ate with technical training. The 
third job required a college grad¬ 
uate. 

Gibson had to give an estimat¬ 
ed income and expenses for the 
three jobs she chose—court 
reporter, legal assistant and 
lawyer 

A 40 student Gibson said she 
would prefer the lifestyle of an 
attorney and noted that with the 
higher income, she would be 


able to purchase a new car, 
house, and provide for a family. 

Charles Kidwell, district 
social studies consultant, and 
Shellie Moore, principal, 
Merriman Elementary, had the 
opportunity to see the presenta¬ 
tions. 

Kidwell has been the chief 
architect of individualized edu¬ 
cation plans for sixth grade and 
eighth grade students. He also 
assists students with educational 
portfolios they forward to col¬ 
leges, universities and potential 
employers.

intended regulatory action. EPA 
officials explained that two 
things have to take place before a 
land ban exemption can be 
granted. 

The waste has to either be 
treated or the owner-operator 
must show that the wastes will 
not be hazardous for as long as 
the exemption is granted—in this 
case 20 years. 

If the exemption is granted, 
EDS will have to show that the 
waste is not migrating to receive 
another permit, according to 
EPA officials. 

Steve Jones, representing 
Romulus Mayor Alan R. Lambert 
said, ‘Tm here to reiterate Mayor 


Lambert’s strong opposition to this 
project Why would a project be 
approved when the community is 
against it? This well has no place 
in the backyards of hardworking 
people. I hope we can awaken you 
to the will of the people.” 

Ed Clementi from the 
Southern Wayne County 
Chamber of Commerce said, “We 
took a position three years ago 
against deep injection wells. 
They don’t improve the quality of 
life or create many jobs like 
other businesses. They do noth¬ 
ing for our economy.” 

“I want my granddaughter to 
enjoy life and not have to worry 
about such things,” said Jeannie 
Gaits of Taylor. Her 8-year-old 
granddaughter, Amanda, lives 


within a stone’s throw of the 
injection wells.

Shackelford also had to sub¬ 
mit a signed affidavit indicating 
the breed and age of each dog 

“I complied with everything 
they asked,” Shackelford said. 

Shackelford said she suffers 
from panic attacks and the dogs 
have a calming effect on her. “I 
play with them a lot,” she said. 

“If I lose these dogs I don’t 
know what I’ll do. I’m prepared 
to do anything to keep my dogs,” 
she said. 

Shackelford said that there

are only eight homes on the 
street and that she has only 
received complaints from the 
one neighbor 

She has been to court twice 
already, but the judge postponed 
the case until city council mem¬ 
bers made a decision on the spe¬ 
cial land use. 

“My next court date is May 19, 
but I’m supposed to have the 
dogs out before then,” Shack¬ 
elford said. 

Shackelford said she and her 


attorney have little time to 
review her legal options before 
she’s forced to remove four of 
her dogs from the property. 

The family may move to 
Monroe if they can’t keep the dogs. 

“I refuse to put them down. 
They’re not vicious and never 
come out of the yard,” she said. 

Shackelford added that 
Marchel saw them burying 
another Akita, Lady Kita, and 
reported this to animal control 
officers. 

“Animal control gave us two 
days to get the dog out of the 
ground,” Robert Shackelford 
said. “And then we had to pay a 
cremation fee.” 

Shackelford said the family 
has already spent $500 for the 
special land use application, 
$700 for a land survey, $750 for 
bark collars plus attorney fees. 


City treasurer grapples 
with insurance increases

The health of every city 
employee is of great concern 
to Romulus officials. 

And it is of special concern 
to City Treasurer Debbie 
Hoffinan, who has been noti¬ 
fied of another rate increase 
in health-insurance premi¬ 
ums for municipal employ¬ 
ees. 

Romulus, like nearly every 
other municipality across the 
state, faces serious budget 
constraints due to reductions 
in state-shared revenue fund¬ 
ing. 

“We’ve put in a 15 percent 
increase in health insurance 
costs, but we won’t know until 
May what the actual increase 
will be,” Hoffinan said. 

“We had a 19 percent 
increase last year and we’ve 
been told to expect double 
digit increases for the next 
five years,” she said. 

“I hope it’s only a 15 per¬ 
cent increase,” said LeRoy 
Burcroff council member, at a 
recent meeting “A lot of com¬ 
panies have experienced 
higher increases (in health 
insurance costs).” 

Hoffman said there are 
many reasons health insur¬ 
ance costs have increased for 
the city. One of these is the 
aging population of city work¬ 
ers. 


Both union and non-union 
workers have had it easy to 
date with insurance that 
requires no co-pay. But those 
days may soon come to an end 
if insurance costs continue to 
climb. 

“I believe we may have to 
use co-pay of premiums to 
help our financial situation,” 
Hoffman said. 

Hoffman said that the city 
spends about 50 cents for 
every dollar of an employee’s 
salary for health insurance. 
“This impacts the budget 
tremendously,” she said. 

Co-pays on premiums 
would most likely affect non¬ 
union workers fust, according 
to Hoffman. 

“I haven’t found a city yet 
that has negotiated a change 
in co-pay with union work¬ 
ers,” she said. 

One solution to the prob¬ 
lem is to consider starting a 
health care reimbursement 
fund for employees. Under 
such a plan, employees can 
set aside a predetermined 
amount of pre-tax dollars to 
be used for health care 
expenses. 

Hoffman said the city will 
look at all of its options before 
suggesting any changes. 

She said even a 10 percent 
co-pay on insurance premi¬ 
ums by employees would pro¬ 
vide an additional $170,000 in 
annual income for the city. 
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Group hopes to protect 
Johnson Creek waterway

Northville officials aren’t the only 
group of people interested in the proper 
development of two parcels of township- 
owned land in the western portion of the 
community. 

The Johnson Creek Protection Group 
(JCGP) wants to ensure the two parcels are 
developed in a way that minimizes the 
impact of the waterway they’re named 
after 

The two sites of immediate concern are 
Thayer Comers Park, which is off Six Mile 
and Napier roads and the 16.6 acres of 
land recently donated to the township by 
developer Grand Sakwa That land is near 
She Mile and Ridge roads and is part of the 
Northville Ridge development 

How those two future parks are devel¬ 
oped could have a direct impact on 
Johnson Creek, the only coldwater tribu¬ 
tary of the Rouge River. It’s a fragile 
ecosystem and a feature unique to the 
Northville community, according to Janet 
Bernardino, president of the JCPG. 

“It doesn’t exist anywhere else in the 
Rouge River watershed,” she said. 
“Northville, Salem and Plymouth town¬ 
ships have an asset that no one downriver 
has.” 

The group has explored both sites and 
inventoried the flora, fauna and animal 
life there, according to Bernardino. On the 
56-acre Thayer Comers site, volunteers 
found a flourishing ecosystem and a sur¬ 
prisingly wide range of topography, 
according to Steve Weiss, a member of the 
group. They found large, rare trees, thick 
forests, ponds and open meadows. 

The land was well traveled, too. Weiss 
said the entire site was ripe with animal 
tracks and deer paths. He’s seen deer, coy¬ 
otes and woodpeckers as he walked 
through it, he said. 

“We feel it’s a resource we can’t afford 
to lose,” he said. “There are times when 
you’re walking through it that you lose 
yourself because it’s so quiet It’s hard to 
believe you’re in Wayne County. That’s 
what we want to preserve.” 

Weiss and Bernardino said their pre-

able resource to the community. 

sentation last week to the Northville 
Township Trustees was a proactive step. 
They wanted to give board members a rec¬ 
ommendation of the best possible uses for 
the site that would have the least impact 
on the creek and still provide a valuable 
resource to the community In both loca¬ 
tions they said they felt passive recreation 
sites would be the best way to go. They 
suggested interpretive nature trails that 
could be used for school ecology lessons. 

Bernardino said the group has already 
been working with Sakwa on the 
Northville Ridge site. The developer has 
agreed to move three home lots to help 
preserve some of the cold-water springs 
that feed the creek. She said the springs 
are located throughout the 16 acres there, 
and they continually seep 48-degree water, 
year round. One of them is about 30 feet 
wide. 

“It’s the biggest spring I’ve ever seen,” 
she said. The spring may give rise to the 
eventual name for the park, which 
Bernardino suggested: Cold Water Springs 
Nature Center at Johnson Creek. The 
township board will host a public hearing 
to determine a name for the park at the 
meeting in May. 

Supervisor Mark Abbo said the recom¬ 
mendation from the group was similar to 
the concept plans discussed by Northville 
officials. He said they had discussed con¬ 
structing a nature center at the Northville 
Ridge site and they were firmly committed 
to the protection of the creek. 

A Boy Scout Troop will host a commu¬ 
nity clean up day at he Thayer Corners 
spot May 3, according to Trustee Marv 
Gans. Scouts will clear out debris, fortify 
the path and plant different types of 
shrubs and flowers. 


Wayne townhouse project 
set to begin this summer

Work on the newest residential devel¬ 
opment project in Wayne will be under 
way this summer, according to Stuart 
Michaelson, a developer who wants to 
transform a prime plot of vacant land into 
26 townhouses. 

The 1.1 acre site is located on the cor¬ 
ner of Michigan Avenue and Wayne roads, 
according to Community Planner Matt 
Miller. It backs up to the parking deck and 
will blend in with the veteran’s memorial 
fountain, both in location and name - 
Fountain Place Condominiums. 

After a public hearing last week, the 
Wayne City Council members unanimous¬ 
ly approved the site plan for the project 

Miller said the units would be in two 
buildings, a 16-unit structure that faces 
Michigan Avenue and a 10-unit structure 
that faces Wayne Road. The Wayne Road 
building will be constructed so that it fol¬ 
lows the curve of the road, and provides a 


view of the fountain, he said. The build¬ 
ings will be brick on the first two levels 
with vinyl siding above it, he said. 

The city owned the property there and 
sold it to Windmill Group, Michaelson’s 
development firm, for $112,500. 

Miller said the proximity of the unit to 
the park will allow the developer to provide 
more lighting for the fountain and to pay for 
water and electric service there. “That was 
a condition of the land sale,” he said. 

Michaelson is well known to Wayne offi¬ 
cials. In his last project, he constructed 26 
single-family homes on the site of the for¬ 
mer Monroe School. That project was also 
a success, and may lead to more develop¬ 
ment opportunities. 

“We’re very excited about this,” said 
Michaelson. We anticipate that the resi¬ 
dent who come to live here will enjoy the 
downtown area They’ll walk around. This 
is urban living at its finest 

“It’s the type of project that fits in well in 
a downtown setting,” he added. “We’re hop¬ 
ing to get started right away this summer.”

Adequate progress 
can’t tie measured 
ii ne fay or test 

What is Adequate Yearly Progress? 

That’s the first of several Frequently Asked Questions listed in a 
recent report from the Michigan Department of Education (MDE). It’s 
on the second page of a news release that comes under the main 
headline: Michigan schools continue to improve. 

And it’s a good question. School officials from Inkster to Noithville 
are trying to answer it for their staff, parents of students and themselves. 

The short answer to that question is that Adequate Yearly Progress 
(AYP) is a new benchmark that all school districts must follow. It 
requires them to show continued improvement on student Michigan 
Education Assessment Program (MEAP) tests as school officials, 
teachers and other education officials pursue the ultimate goal of 
achieving 100 percent proficiency in math and reading, a goal they 
must achieve by the year 2014 

The program is rooted in the No Child Left Behind (NCLB) initia¬ 
tive, which sprang from the One Great Society Act of 1965. School offi¬ 
cials have been tracking data from the MEAP tests and charting the 
AYP for several years, but this is the first year they are accountable 
for the results. 

Let’s face it An adequate educational system is a goal that every¬ 
one will embrace. Parents want the best education for their children 
because it will give them a greater opportunity to succeed in an 
increasingly competitive world. Teachers and school officials take 
great pride in their work, their love of knowledge and of passing it on 
to students. 

Government officials want their schools to be successful because it 
bolsters their community, brings people into it and provides a feather 
in their caps. But how do you gauge it in a state as widely diverse as 
Michigan? 

The results have been mixed, to say the least A look around the 
communities of Plymouth, Canton, Wayne and Westland and 
Northville actually illustrates some of the many difficulties that must 
be faced for the program to be successful. 

In Northville, officials are concerned about the continued 
improvement they must show in their schools. That’s not to say that 
they aren’t excellent - they operate at an average of at least 85 percent 
proficiency already. There’s only so much they can do to show contin¬ 
ued improvement and eventually the gradually rising bar will eventu¬ 
ally level out 

Another factor rises in the Plymouth-Canton school district. 
Considered by many to be an affluent community, the district receives 
the lowest amount of per-pupil funding of the throe. They’re forced to 
show the same progress with fewer funds. 

The Wayne-Westland district has a different issue to contend with 
and it concerns the transitory nature of several of their schools, 
including the two marked for corrective action this year They re in 
lower-income neighborhoods, where teachers don’t always see the 
same students year in and year out Officials have to remain vigilant 
to ensure that they are not accountable for the educational practices 
the students’ previous school districts. 

State school officials say there are formulas to take all of these 
varying factors into account but in many cases they admit that the 
computer software in place isn’t adequate to sift through them. 

Their response, to accuse and point out failing schools first and

When the helicopter flew overhead, it was 
momentarily too loud to talk so we watched it circle 
the ball field and then head directly to the center.

“So how’s the job been treating you?” I asked 
Finley Carter, the most recent recruit in the City of 
Wayne Police Department. He was hired last year 

He scanned the assembled crowd. Some still 
gathered marshmallows, others searched through 
paper bags to find assorted treats. 

“Oh, the job’s been great,” he said. “How’s the 
newspaper business?” 

“Well, it keeps me busy,” is the response. 

We’re quiet for a few minutes, and then I notice a 
man walking up the path from the direction of 
Howe Street. He’s dressed in tough-looking 
trousers with a shiny tan coat and a battered tan 
cowboy hat With every other step, he leaned heavi¬ 
ly on a crooked metal cane as he earned a bundle 
of clothes in his other hand. 

“Check this guy out,” I said. “He looks like a real 
character.” 

“Yeah,” Carter answered, in a flat tone. It only 
occurred to me a few seconds later that his mean¬ 
ing was different than mine. 

I start in on another story about how the solitary 
walker reminded me of someone I saw waiting for a 
bus earlier that day. 

“Hey, well, I’ll see you later,” Carter said. He 
watched with a keen interest as the man in brown 
broke off* from the path and headed toward the

crowd of residents. 

“Oh," I said, understanding. 

“Yeah. Keep up the good work, man," I called after 
him. I walked a few steps away then stopped to see 
how Carter would deal with the situation. 

The man in brown approached a young mother 
and her daughter and stopped to talk to them. I 
couldn’t hear what he said, but I could see Carter 
calmly handle the potentially serious scene. He 
stood about 10 feet behind the man, close enough to 
intercede if necessary, but with enough distance to 
ensure that nobody panicked, or even realized that 
an uncomfortable situation might have developed. 
If Carter was tense, his body language didn't show 
it If anything, his presence seemed to provide a 
sense of reassurance. 

After maybe a minute, the man in brown went on 
his way and the mother flashed Carter a quick 
smile. Carter meandered after the man for a few 
steps, but returned to greeting children when it was 
evident that he was simply passing through. It might 
not mean much. It may be simple, basic police 
work, but I found myself giving Carter a silent nod 
for a job well done. 

It’s easy to overlook the small ways that police 
officers routinely ensure safety in the community. 
It’s easy to forget that they may put themselves in 
harm’s way whenever they respond to a call, pull 
over a driver or even walk through a crowd at a city 
function. Simple scenes like that don’t lend them¬ 
selves to big splashy headlines and they tend to get 
lost in the cracks, but it’s the essence of good public 
safety. It may not be as exciting as strapping on body 
armor and leading a drug raid but it's just as reas¬ 
suring and just as important

correct the label later, if nec¬ 
essary, won’t be effective 
because the eyes of the 
affected districts will always 
be blackened.

Student radio station prepares 
for annual fundraising auction

There are just two and a half weeks left 
before the annual radio auction at WSDF? 
but there’s a bit of work to do yet 

The auction, which benefits the student- 
run radio station at Plymouth Centennial 
Educational Park, will air from 9 am. to 10 
p.m. Saturday, May 10. Student broadcast¬ 
ers will team up with local and regional 
celebrities to accept bids called in by those 
listening to the auction at 88.1FM. 

But according to Station Manager Bill 
Keith, the number of items donated by 
local businesses is down a bit from last 
year 

“It’s been somewhat of a slow start,” he 
said. “We have lots of repeat supporters 
and most are still willing to participate. 
But with the economy the way it is, you can 
tell it’s been on the minds of some busi¬ 
nesses.” 

Nearly half of the station revenue 
depends on those donations, the parents 
who solicit them from local businesses and 
the listeners who buy them during the auc- 
tioa 

“We try to involve parents as much as 
possible with the soliciting,” Keith said. 
“We’ve been fortunate that some of our par¬ 
ents have been around to do it over the last 
few years. They’ve been pretty successful.” 

Many of the donations they’ve secured 
will appeal to students, though others are 
geared toward the general public. So far, the 
station plans to offer up tuxedo rentals, a 
letter jacket, a program from opening day at 
Comerica Park autographed by A1 Kaline, 
and lots of restaurant gift certificates. 

Last year, the auction generated more 
than $7000. The money helps pay for 
equipment upgrades, studio renovations 
and other projects not provided for in the 
station budget 

Past improvements include new com¬ 
puters and digital-editing equipment for 
the studios and a modernized emergency 
alert system.

Keith said the station is saving up for 
additional remodeling projects and new 
workstations, which are used by station 
staffers for daily broadcasts, as well as stu¬ 
dents in the high school radio classes, the 
Plymouth Community Arts Council and 
other groups that visit WSDP 

“This year I’d really like to see us push 
that $10,000 mark,” Keith said. “We need to 
continuously move up. Nothing gets 
cheaper” 

The school district gives WSDP $6500 
each year to pay for station operations. 
Money from the budget goes toward 
repairs, promotions, station diagnostics, 
subscriptions, some equipment and office 
needs and the cost of live sportscasts. 

If the state-funding woes that plague 
the district trickle down to the station bud¬ 
get, Keith says the auction money could go 
to make up the difference. 

“If they cut our budget by one or two 
thousand, it’s a big deal,” he said. 

At this point, Keith said most of the 
other auction preparations are complete. 
The schedule of celebrity auctioneers 
includes Chris Edmonds from WNIC, Jeff 
DeFVan from WTKA and local figures such 
as Canton Township Supervisor Tom Yack 
and State Rep. Phil LaJoy. Each will take a 
turn accepting bids during the event 

That leaves just one more bit of work to 
do.

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New Canton administration 
building is on schedule

With the steel frame rising 
from what promises to be an 
improved administration com¬ 
plex for the community, Canton 
Township Supervisor Tom Yack 
is confident the project is running 
on schedule and within budget 

“Right now, we’re two weeks 
ahead of the game,” he said. “But 
whether we will lose those weeks 
remains to be seen. We’ve had a 
great spring for construction so 
far, and we’re pleased with how 
the process is moving along. 

“We think it’s going to be a 
great improvement (for resi¬ 
dents),” Yack said. 

The work, which started in the 
last quarter of 2002, is expected 
to be complete in January of 
2004, Yack said. The $15 million 
addition and renovation includes 
66,000 square feet of new con¬ 
struction. When complete, the 
administration building will 
more than double in size from 
the present 45,000 square feet of 
space to 111,000 square feet One 
of many funding sources for the 
project was a $22 million bond 
issue that includes the construc¬ 
tion of the Canton Performing 
Arts and Education Center. 

Yack estimates that about 20 
percent the project is complete. 


Floor decks still need to be con¬ 
structed, floors still need to be 
poured, the windows need to be 
put into place and all of the 
aspects of interior construction 
completed. So far, about $1.5 mil¬ 
lion in funds has been dispersed. 

The need to expand the cur¬ 
rent facility is in direct propor¬ 
tion to the township population 
that nearly doubled to about 
76,000 from 1990 to 2000, accord¬ 
ing to U.S. Census figures. Yack 
said the facility would better 
meet the needs of the third fastest 
growing community in Michigan 
during the next two decades. 

Currently, some township 
employees are moving their 
offices to accommodate the con¬ 
struction. When the new con¬ 
struction is complete, all town¬ 
ship departments including pub¬ 
lic safety will move into the new 
portion of the building while the 
current offices are modernized 
and brought up to safety code, 
Yack said. 

Once complete, the building 
will have a look similar to the 
Summit on the Park, which was 
completed in 1996. Yack said the 
township has engaged Auck Cos. 
to oversee more than 18 contrac¬ 
tors currently working on the 
project Architectural and design 
services were provided by TMP 
Associates of Fhir Haven, Mich.

ity, creativity, relaxation and 
wellness,” she said. 

Fithian studied under 
Arthur Hill, the author of Drum 
Circle Spirit—Empowering 
Human Potential through 
Rhythm. She also worked with 
Barry Bittman, MD, a neurolo¬ 
gist author, international 
speaker, award-winning pro¬ 
ducer/director and inventor 

Bittman serves as CEO and 
medical director of the Mind- 
Body Wellness Center, a com¬ 
prehensive interdisciplinary 
outpatient medical facility in 
Meadville, PA 

Fithian also organized her 
own drummunity groups that 
meet weekly in Ann Arbor.
